We have read of ‘‘amaranthine bow- 
ers,“ andthe shining birds of Para- 
dise; of cool, still waters, where the 
lilies sleep, quietly dreaming, wrapped 
round with soft shadows; of Peri- 
haunted vales, of ambrosial sweets, 
where blossoms make a brightness 
scarce less radiant than the sun, and, 
perhaps, have fancied these pictures 
to be but the fiction of a poetic im- 
agination. But come with me to the

for your skepticism, for there what you 
deemed but intangible fancies have 
taken shape. Were he here—thede- 
vout and worshiped Japanese—how 
surely would he lend his ear if bere he 
might but catch the sound of rustling 
irene and his reverent eye would be 
ifted, hoping that he might be granted 
a glimpse of the blessed deity who 
gave to earth a new-born flower when 
frost had touched the world, and the 
summer was dead. 

The October light steals through the 
stained windows of the Tabernacle, 
and falls in rosy and golden floods 
upon the flowers. Upon a gentle slope 
they stand. each in its pot of fresh 
earth—a countless array of every shade 
and hue and color, of every size, from 
the tiny chrysanthemum, which Nature 
conceived at the first, to the regal, 
thousand-leafed queen which Culture, 
wedded to Nature, has brought forth. 

We will enter through the open 
doors, and a world of bloom and bright- 
ness is before us. Flora. in her queen- 
liest state, is bolding court here today. 
The various booths are like pictures 
from the Orient, where the sun fails 
Warm and nurses beauty in the lap of 
its beams. Over their arched and 
curving roofs is castthe palm’s green 


leaf; around their er pillars clings | 


the green ivy and smilax, while 

the ever- oaéomé of the 
ere, too; like an 
immortal prince, is the shining and re- 
splendent amaranth, with its clusters 
of brilliant scarlet leaves resembling a 
perfect flower. Bird of Paradise flow- 
ers here and there lift their beauteous 


forms, resplendent in shape and color, 
and well might we listen to catch such 


strains as the birds sang in the young 
years of Time, so perfect is the illusion 


which this flower presents. 

In the center of the magnificent au- 
ditorium is the pond of water lilies— 
not the pure white lilies with their 
golden hearts that are one of the fra- 
grant memories of our childhood, but 
the rarer pondlily—the Nym with 
its delicately-cut pink petals and its 
broader leaf, spread like an emerald 
shallop upon the water. The pond is 
bordered by ferns—the stately Wood- 
wardias—big enough for a fairy forest, 
which lends it a look of quiet coolness. 

But the chrysanthemums! Where 
shall we find words to tell their splen- 
dor, theic infinite variety of shade and 
color: their miracles of size and de- 
velopment, and all that culture 
has done to give them perfection? 
They fill the room like warm, rich 
clouds of color. In them is revealed 
the glory of the sunrise, the splendor 
of the summer sunset, and the golden 
brightness of the full noon. It is as if 
asun had been melted and its h uid 
radiance been poured out in 1 ull- 
ness over them.

In this 
connection, it is stated that on the 
pole on which the unfortunate line- 
man, Feeks, was killed in New York 
there were 132 telephone wires, 15 fire 
wires, five Western Union wires and 
one police wire. What a deadly maze 
to send men into! 


IN connection with the revived in- 
terest in hypnotism, aroused by the 
recent international hypnotic congress 
in Paris, which recommended that 
public exhibitions of hypnotism be for- 
bidden and that animal magnetism be 
placed under legal restrictions, a case 
reported from Sweden appears to 
justify these recommendations, and to 
indicate a possible new danger in this 
direction. A young medical student 
had a physician tried for having hyp- 
notized him. Several witnesses gave 
the most contradictory and astounding 
testimony. Hereupon a medical gen- 
tleman astonished the Court with the 
statement that the defendaut had 
hypnotized the witnesses, and made 
them say just whatever he liked. The 
Court adjourned the case, and ap- 
pointed a commission to see if the en- 
tire crowd were not crazy. 


usurpation of authority on part of 
ex-Commissionér Lindley. 

The matter was brought up by the 
receipt of a communication from E. H. 
Boyce—a kinsman of the person who 
runs the Spring-street organ—express- 
ing a desire to resign from the force, 
the resignation being accompanied by 
a demand for the sum of $211, due as 
salary asa special officer. A similar 
demand was read from 8. P. Adams. 
Mayor Hazard asserted that he knew 
nothing in regard to the ap- 
pointments of these men, which, he 
said, according to his recollection, had 
not been made by the commissien. 
Chief Glass then explained that both 
these men had been given stars by 
order of Commissioner Lindley; that 
they had never served on the force 
under his orders, nor reported to him; 
that they had asked several times to 
be placed on the pay-roll, which had 
been refused; that he had asked for 
Boyce’s star several times, but had not 
succeeded in obtaining it, and that he 
had never required the men’s services, 
and did not know what they were on 
the force for. 

The commission then rejected 
Boyce’s demands, and ordered the res- 
ignation be returned to him, with a 
notice that, as the commission alone 
has power to make appointments, and 
never having appointed him as an 
officer, it refuses to recognize him as 
such. 

The self-assertion of Lindley, in 
taking n himself personally powers 
which belong alone to the commission 
as a body, is a sufficient proof that his 
retirement from the board came none 
too soon. Mr. Lindley was apparently 
adopting a cheap method of paying 
his political debts at the expense of the 
taxpayers. 

The actions of Chief Glass, in re- 
fusing to recognize these two men, or 
to place them on the pay- roll, and of 
the board, in refusing to concede the 
right of Boyce to offer a resignation 
from a position which he has never 
legally held, are eminently sound, and 
will commend themselves as such to 
all good citizens. 


WHERE WE DO NOT LEAD. 


Now that the question of trade with 
the South American republics is before 
the country, some facts given by E. L. 
Baker, Consul of the United States at 
Buenos Ayres, in a report to the State 
Department, become of especial inter- 
est. As most reading Americans are 
aware, the Argentine Republic has of 
late years been the scene of a remark- 
able material advance, or, as we 
should term it,a boom. The trade re- 
turns for the six months ending June 
80, 1889, as furnished by Mr. Baker, 
show an increase in imports of $11,- 


Unfortunately, this entire increase is 
nothing more than the drainage of 
gold from the country to pay the large 
balance of trade against the Argentine 
Republic of the previous year. 

The most important feature of the 
report is that which shows that Great 
Britain continues her supremacy in 
trade with Buenos Ayres more em- 
phatically than ever, with France also 
far in the lead of all the other coun- 
tries. Thetwo together nearly divide 


the entire trade of the Argentine Re- 


public, while the United States con- 
tinues to occupy the fifth place. It is 
to be hoped that the Pan-American 
Conference may effect a material 
change in this state of affairs. The 
United States should certainly be able 
to take the lead in trade with all the 
countries of the American Continent 
to the south of us, from the Mexican 
border to Cape Horn. 


DESERTIONS FROM 


THE ARMY. 


The recent disclosures by a western 
newspaper, regarding the treatment of 
recruits at Jefferson Barracks, closely 
following upon the very bad showing 
made in the last annual report, bas in- 
duced the War Department to under- 
take active measures of reformation. 
Jefferson Barracks is the depot to 
which are sent for instruction alt the 
men who enlist in the cavalry regi- 
ments of our army. It was shown that 
there are no less than 250 desertions 
from that single post annually. 

One step taken by the War Depart- 
ment is an amendment in the army 
regulations relating to enlistment, 
which provides as follows: 


A recruit shall be retained and provided 
for at the recruiting rendezvous, after hav- 
ing passed the medical examination, for six 
days as arecruit on probation before the 
enlistment papers are finally made out. 


During these six days the recruiting officer 
will be required to learn all that he can 
about the recruit, who will be required 


to furnish testimonials. If ‘at the end 
ofthat time the man does not seem to 
fitted to become a, soldier, he will not 
be accepted. If, on the other hand, the re- 
cruit, after thinking the matter over for 
six daysand talking with the recruiting 
sergeant about soldier life, concludes that 
he does not want to be a soldier after all 
the Government has no claim to him, an 
he is free to go. 


The effect of this amendment ought 
to be beneficial. There is no doubt of 
the necessity of reform in the direc- 
tion indicated. 


THE LATE GEN. HARTRANFT. 


Commander-in-Chief Alger, of the 
Grand Army of the Republic, has pub- 
lished an official announcement of the 
death of Comrade John F. Hartranft, 
as follows: 


The Commander-in-Chief announces the 
death of Comrade John F. Hartranft, for 
two years Commander-in-Chief of the Grand 
Army of the Republic, at his residence at 
Norristown, Pa., on the 17th inst. 

Comrade Hartranft was born in New 
Hanover, Pa., December 16, 1830. 

He was one of the first to respond to the 
President’s call for 24 in April. 1861, 
and from the battle of Bull Run to the final 
glorious victory before Petersburg, which 
earned for him the title of “The Hero of 
Fort Steadman” and a major-general’s rank, 
his career was an honorable aud brilliant 


one. 0 
In civil life the people of his State twice 
elected him to the highest honor within 
their gift—Governor of the great Common- 
wealth ot Pennsyivania. At the time of 
his death he was Major-General in command 
ot the National Gu:rd of Pennsylvania. 
He filled every position confided to him, 
civic and military, with commendable care 
and fidelity and with signal ability.

Mounted Officer Fowler, was read. 
The complaint alleges that the officer 
jumped on Mr. Young’s wagon, in 
which that gentleman was driving to 
his home, as he reached the corner of 
Warren and Kearney streets, and 
threatened to arrest him for colliding 
orrunning into the trunk of a tree 
near the sidewalk.

The name comes from that 
of the town of Artois (ancient Arte- 
num), France, where there are many 


old wells. The well, then, is not a 


modern invention. It was known to 
the Chinese centuries ago, and a well 
at Lillers, Pas-de-Calais, bored in 1126, 
is stillin use. The best flowing wells 


are found where there is rock or clay 
Strata alternating with gravel, form- 


ing impervious barriers. The water 
collects between inclined strata, and 


under natural. pressure is forced to 


some outlet, and thus becomes a 
spring, or when tapped by a bore ,be- 
comes an artesian well. The under- 
lying rocks here are clays bearing 
post-tertiary fossils, the ocean at one 
time beating upon a shore possibly 
between Pasadena and the moun- 
tains. Fossil fish have been taken 
from a ledge below Shorb’s winery, and 


n @ fossil sponge was found in the same 


spot. The deposits of the old ocean 
here have been covered by thick beds 
of aluvium wasbed down from the 
mountains, and through this the bores 
must pass. The artesian well will be 
an important feature in developing the 
arid portions of the West. Among the 
deepest ones known is the Belcher 
well of St. Louis, which reached water 
at a depth of 2199 feet, 429 feet below 
the sea. It discharges 75 gallome a 
minute.
